Welcome back to Dubai International Academy. Our staff has been working very hard in school during 
the past weeks and we hope that your children had a great first week in their newclass. 


We would like to highlight and explain a few changes that you may have already noticed as well as 


notify you of some upcoming events. 


The school has shaded the entire tennis court area in effort to provide a greater play area for our 
students. Also, both the Music and Movement room and the Elementary Gym have undergone 
maintenance for soundproofing. The difference is incredible and will allow for an improved use of 
these facilities.

We do require complete cooperation in Keeping the corridors clear at dismissal. Approximately 750 
students need to exit and with parents crowding the exit, problems develop. Please do stay away from 
the doors so the students may exit. This is the procedure we explain to the students and we 


appreciate parents cooperating with it as well.
